Lompoc's 'Johnny Flowerseed' 


spreads beauty along highways

Lompoc's Johnny Flowerseed says he will be out again 
this fall to scatter flower seeds about the roadside. 
Ed Marquart, 76. of 233 South C St., has yet to receive in 
hand the usually donated sweetpea seeds from local seed 
companies, but he has a verbal commitment from one 
grower. And, compliments of a friend, he will for the first 
time sow poppy seeds along Highway 246 and Highway i, 
south of town. 
If you have traveled the highway to Buellton during the 
late spring and wondered who planted all the beautiful 
sweetpeas on the road banks, Marquart and his wife Marvel 
are the ones to thank They have been doing it now for four 
years. 
" I got the idea when they widened and straightened the 
Buellton road,” he said last week in his home. "Why I ’m 
doing it is because I don’t expect to be here forever and I 
hope the people will enjoy the roadside after I ’m gone.” 


The first year he sowed two cups of seeds which were left 
over from his backyard planting. The next year friends 
donated a few seeds and he used packages of seeds from the 
Chamber of Commerce. The last two years he asked a 
couple of local seed companies for donations and they 
replied with 50 pounds of sweetpea seeds one year and 250 
pounds the next. 


Marquart, in his usually earnest manner, estimates that 
less than 50 per cent of the seeds flourish. This is because 
the company seeds, which comes from their yearly throw­ 
away reserve stock, maintains only 60 to 75 per cent 
germinating power and the hard roadside soil is often 
inadequate for planting purposes. 


Still, he believes the results of his labor is worth the 
effort. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned, it’s very rewarding to drive by 
and see flowers in bloom on the roadside. We like flowers,” 
he said. 
Some of the public, however, have found his work too 
rewarding. They are beginning to pick the flowers. 
Marquart would not mind this so much except they insist on 
pulling the blossoms out by their roots. 
He remarked, “ If they just cut the blooms, then more 
blooms could grow in their place. ’ 
Marquart does the planting before Thanksgiving and only 
on Highways 246 and 1. He explains he would rather cover 
those two roads well than cover many roads sparsely. 
Mrs. Marquart follows in the car as he walks to the top of 
high road banks and walks down, throwing the seeds helter- 
skelter and hoping “ they will take hold” with the winter 
rains. 
He selects high banks because they are not “ mowed” by 
the state highway people. Also, cars are less likely to park 
on them. 
Sowing flower seeds for mankind’s benefit is just a hobby 
says Marquart, but it is hard work too, he notes. His wife 
likes it because the activity gets them out of the house. 
Marquart, who retired 10 years ago as a serviceman from 
South County Gas Company (now owned by Southern 
California Gas Company), takes pride in his active life 
which includes gardening and early morning walks. He 
strongly recommends more retired folk to follow suit. 
When asked if he would like other Lompoc senior citizens 
to sow the remaining county roads, he answered, “ If they 
would get off their one spot. Too many of them would rather 
sit around and play cards all day ”

Principal explains 


reasons for protest

Miguelito School principal 
Henry 
Gallina today said class sizes and the 
district imposed shift of students were 
key factors in a protest by parents and 
that combination classes were only a 
minor issue. 
A story in the Record Friday reflected 
the concern of some parents for 
combination classes that predominate 
at Miguelito. Gallina said today that the 
issue came up toward the end of an 
impromptu meeting between Gallina 
and the parents on the front steps of the 
school, but that it was dropped when he 
explained he had no choice in the 
matter. 


He said today that he was asked by 
district administrators to come up with 
a plan that would accommodate the 
student body with the loss of a teacher 
and that he did so He said that the 
school would have had a student-teacher 
ratio of about 26 to one before the loss of 
the teacher, and as it stands now, has a 
ratio of 29.7 or nearly 30 to one. The 
school board has set a ratio of 28.5 to one 
average as a district goal 


Miguelito has a total of about 236 
students, and about 76 Honors students 
who are bused in from various areas. 
Gallina said it would take the immediate 
influx of 90 new students to lower the 


student-teacher ratio to 27 to one, but 
that the staffing at that level would cost 
an annual $48,000 extra over present 
costs. 
Combination classes are a fact of life 
for most schools in a declining market. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan said last 
week that the educational device would 
increase as the enrollment declines. 
Gallina 
said 
the 
parents 
were 
concerned mainly with the higher class 
sizes that resulted from the loss of the 
teacher and with the shift of students to 
different classes as a result of the loss. 
Miguelito has eight teachers The ratio 
of 29 7 students to one teacher is 
reflected in four classes of 29 students 
each; three classes with 30 and one class 
with 31 students. 
Asked about a note he sent to parents 
whose children were being shifted, 
Gallina said that the question had arisen 
during his talk with parents Friday. “ If 
the note was not clear, I apologize.” He 
said it was the same note as previously 
sent to parents to explain the need for 
combination classes 
In a final note, Gallina said the 
parents were so disturbed about the 
shifting of students, that when he asked 
them what he should do if the school got 
an extra teacher at this late date, some 
of the parents said they’d almost prefer 
to let their children remain in their 
present classes 
Kissinger proposes 


new U.S. initiatives

proposed

today towards peace in the the Middle 
East and Korea. 


In a major speech to the United 
Nations General gassembly, Kissinger 
suggested that one next step in the 
Middle East could be an “ informal 
multilateral meeting” to decide where 
to go after the fulfillment of the interim 
accord he has negotiated between Israel 
and Egypt. 
American officials said Kissinger 
already had broached the idea to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
that Russia — but not the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — would be 
included in the informal talks if all 
states concerned agree. 
On Korea, Kissinger proposed a four- 
power conference of The United States, 
China, South Korea and North Korea to 
discuss how to preserve the 
1953 
armistice agreement which ended the 
Korean war and also the possibility of a 
further agreement. Kissinger said 
“ At such a meeting, we would also be 
prepared to explore other measuress to 


reduce tension on the Korean peninsula, 
including the possibility of a larger 
conference 
to 
negotiate 
a 
more 
fundamental arrangement.” 


Kissinger made one other major 
proposal 
— 
the 
establishment 
of 
regional nuclear fuel centers throughout 
the world to halt the proliferation of 
national plants that could be used to 
process fuel for nuclear weapons. 
On the Middle East, Kissinger s 
speech concentrated on the road ahead 
— how to “ sustain the momentum of 
negotiations” 
— 
after 
the 
latest 
Egyptian-Israeli accord and suggested 
three possibilities: 
— “ We have made clear that we are 
prepared to make a serious effort to 
encourage negotiations between Syria 
and Israel.” 
— Consultations in the coming weeks 
on the possibility of reconvening the 
Geneva peace conference of which the 
United States and the Soviet Union are 
cochairmen. 
— “ We are prepared also to explore 
possibilities 
for 
perhaps 
a 
more 
informal multilateral meeting to assess 
conditions and discuss the future 
Important issues before

and analysis, the Air Force has 
completed 
the 
vital 
test 
program 
The 
“ Heavy-Equipment 
Shock 
Test 
Facility” 
was 
designed, 
developed 
and 
operated for the Space and 
Missile Systems Organization 
(SAMSOi 
by 
the 
Boeing 
Aerospace 
Company. 
The 
designated test agency for the 
facility became the Space and 
Missile Test Center (SAMTEC» 
located at Vandenberg AFB. 
Constructed on a remote area 
of Vandenberg, the facility has 
been used to conduct over 20 
different 
tests 
on 
critical 
Minuteman 
launch 
facility 
equipment. 
The facility was designed to 
withstand the massive shock 
forces required for the testing. 
This required 13 million pounds 
of steel and concrete molded 
into the shape of a rectangular 
box about four stories high and 
open 
on 
both 
sides. 
The 
“reaction structure” is capable 
of supporting test specimens 
weighing up to 3 million pounds 
from 
its 
eight - foot 
thick 
ceiling. A two-inch thick steel 
plan and some 2,400 square 
feet in area is imDedded into 
the lower surface of the ceiling 
thereby providing attachment 
capability 
for

The nuclear shock effect is

The mystery of sparrows 
falling dead in Lompoc has been 
solved 
by 
the 
California 
Department of Fish and Game. 
Lab tests reveal the birds died 
of intestinal coccidiosis, an 
infectious disease. 
The disease was caused by 
the eating of a parasite called 
protozoa, 
according to Joe 
Betz, the deputy agricultural 
c o mmi s s io n e r 
of 
Santa 
Barbara County. 
“Coccidiosis,” he said, “ is a 
natural phenomenon and 
a 
widespread 
disease 
in 
the 
U.S." 
He added that it is also 
known to affect cattle, swine, 
sheep and dogs 
It rarely 
occurs in man 
Last month, residents of the 
northeast section of Lompoc 


started finding the streets and 
their lawns littered with dozens 
of dead and dying sparrows. A 
boxful of the creatures were 
taken to a local veterinarian 
and when told of the symptoms 
he said it sounded like some 
sort of poisoning. 
A check with the city showed 
they had not sprayed trees in 
the area in over a month 
Attempts to track down any 
agricultural spraying turned up 
nothing 
This morning Betz reported 
that 
the

D e p a r t m e n t ’s 
w i l d l i f e 
i n v e s t i g a t i o n 
lab 
in 
Sacramento tested the Lompoc 
birds sent to them for chemical 
and pesticide intake and the 
results were negative. Next the 
birds were given an autopsy in 


the pathological division and 
coccidiosis was discovered 
Th er e 
are 
types 
of 
coccidiosis, said Betz, and in 
this case the type is called 
isospora 
It 
is 
specifically 
caused by eating protozoa 
Young sparrows and canaries 
are 
mostly 
affected 
by 
isospora, which collapses their 
intestines. 
Older birds act as carriers of 
the disease 
He continued that it may be 
picked up in commercial and 
backyard poultry operations 
and in standing water where 
older birds have deposited the 
disease with their droppings. 
The 
phase of coccidiosis 
lasted between seven to 10 days 
in Lompoc and the “present 
situation is over,” he said

SAN DIEGO <UPI>- Presi 
dent Ford and Ronald Reagan 
agree their potentially bruising 
primary campaign fights will

But there was some hissing 
when Ford’s name was men­ 
tioned at the state Republican 
convention Sunday, and the 
President’s campaign director 
said the contest already had 
produced “a great deal of 
bitterness.“ 
“I certainly feel,” Ford said 
in Los Angeles during the 
weekend, “that former Gov. 
Reagan and myself are close 
enough personal friends that 
we can have any competition 
without 
having 
a 
divisive 
impact on the party ’’ 
Reagan, who won standing 
ovations at the convention 
h e re , 
told 
C a lifo rn ia 
Republicans: “I will observe 
the 11th commandment and not 
say one thing or do one thing 
that will be divisive to the 
party.” 
During the final convention 
session Sunday, a few GOP 
delegates hissed when state 
chairman Paul Haerle men­ 
tioned that Ford will visit 
California again Oct. 29-30 for 
fundraisers in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. 
“I didn’t really hear hisses 
for the President of the United 
States, did I?,“ said Haerle, a 
Ford supporter. “Come on, 
now,” he scolded 
The incident was the most 
noticeable outward sign at the 
three-day 
convention 
of 
animosity between Ford and 
Reagan supporters. They were 
lobbied intensely for commit­ 
ments to help the respective 
campaigns in California’s win­ 
ner-take-all primary next June. 
But Calloway told delegates, 
“ In great frankness ..you can 
already see a great deal of 
bitterness developing in this 
campaign.” 
Reagan has agreed to be co- 
chairman for the two October 
fundraisers, which seemingly 
would be symbolic of the two 
potential opponents’ desire to 
avoid deep party divisions.

assassinate Anderson. 
The reason, according to the 
Post, was that the columnist 
had published a wide variety of 
sensitive national security in­ 
formation over the years that 
caused embarrassment to the 
White House. 
Anderson said he found the 
Post report, written by Water­ 
gate reporter Bob Woodward, 
“hard to believe.” He said, 
however, he had to take the 
story 
seriously because of 
Woodward’s reputation as a 
reporter which helped the Post 
win a Pulitzer Prize for its 
Watergate reporting.

Australians seal mine 


after explosion kills 13 


BRISBANE, Australia (UPI i 
— The Australian government 
sent in bulldozers today to seal 
a coal mine in which 13 men 
apparently died in an under­ 
ground explosion. 
Authorities in the eastern 
state of Queensland met with 
officials of the Thiess-Peabody- 
Mitsui Coal Co. Sunday night 
and decided to give up the 
search for the lost miners. 
Ronald Camm, Queensland’s 
minister for mines, told report­ 
ers there was no hope of finding 
the trapped workers alive in 
the Kianga coal mine, 465 miles 
northwest of Brisbane. 
Camm said rescue workers 
gave up the search for the men 
after finding lethal quantities 
of carbon monoxide in air 
samples taken from the mine. 
Officials 
asked 
a 
dozen 
clergymen of all denominations 
to conduct a mass funeral in 
front of the mine before the 
bulldozers sealed up the entran­ 
ce. Friends and relatives came 
from the nearby mining town of 
Moura. 
At the time of the blast 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
the 
victims were 600 feet below the 
surface and 4,620 feet from the 


entrance The men had been 
called in to seal off a section 
after miners reported smelling 
smoke in the area 
Ian Roberts, Queensland’s 
chief inspector of mines, said 
the poisonous air prevented 
searchers from entering “The 
air would have to improve 
before rescue workers would 
be allowed down the mine.” he 
said. 
“The only way the 13 men 
could have survived was if the 
explosion had caused a cave-in, 
isolating them from the poiso­ 
nous gases,” he said 
Workers from other coal 
mines at the Callide fields in 
eastern Australia traveled to 
the scene after the blast to help 
in the rescue operation

Carson wound up winning 35-14 and 
left town in first place in the LA City 
rankings (they were No. 2 prior to the 
game, but No. 1 San Fernando was 
trounced >. 
Polly wound up with an ambulance 
ride, and a 44-hour operation the next 
morning to repair the right knee, which 
won’t be seeing any more football action 
this season. 
All the Braves are losing is a runner 
who gained over 1,000 yards last year, 
scored most of his team’s touchdowns, 
and was a captain and leader. 
“The loss of Polly will be as much a 
spiritual and emotional blow to us as a 
physical one,’’ said Mike Warren, whose 
debut as Lompoc head coach was spoiled 
by the Colts.

Knowles attributes most ot his current 
problems to inconsistencies in mental 
intensity, rather than any deficiency in 
talent.

This chapter shall be known as the Bicycle Ordinance of the City of 
Lompoc. 


Sec. 9-2. Definitions. 


(a) Unless the particular provision or the context otherwise requires, the 
definitions and provisions contained in this section shall govern the con­ 
struction, meaning and application of words and phrases used in this 
chapter, and, except to the extent that a particular word or phrase is 
otherwise specifically defined in this section, the definitions and provisions 
contained in Chapter 1 of this code also govern the construction, meaning, 
and application of words and phrases used in this chapter. The definition of 
each word or phrase shall constitute, to the extent applicable, the definition 
of each word or phrase which is derivative from it, or from which it is a 
derivative, as the case may be. 


(b) Bicycle means any device upon which a person may ride which is 
propelled by human power through a system of belts, chains, or gears and 
which has wheels at least 20 inches in diameter and a frame size of at least 
14 inches. 


(c) Bikeway means any right-of-way described as follows: 


A completely separated right-of-way 
designated for the exclusive or semi­ 
exclusive use of bicycles. Cross flows by 
pedestrians and motorists are minimized. 


A restricted right-of-way designated for the 
exclusive or semi-exclusive use of bicycles. 
Through-travel by motor vehicles or 
‘pedestrians is not allowed, however vehicle 
parking may be allowed. Cross-flow by 
motorists, for example to gain access to 
driveways or parking facilities, is allowed; 
pedestrian cross-flows, for example to gain 
access to parking facilities or associated 
land use is allowed 


A shared right-of-way designated as such by 
signs placed on vertical posts or stencilled 
on the pavement. Any bikeway which shares 
its through traffic right-of-way with either 
or both moving (not parking) motor vehicles 
and pedestrians is considered a Class III 
bikeway.

No person operating a bicycle upon a highway shall permit any person to 
ride as a passenger unless the bicycle is of the tandem type (having two 
seats).

No person operating a bicycle shall carry any package, bundle or article 
which prevents the operator from keeping at least one hand upon the 
handlebars

Nearly our entire foreign 
policy is directed toward 
supporting those countries, 
irrespective of their politics, 
who seem to be friendly 
toward us. Conversely, we 
tend to ignore or, worse, 
assist against those nations 
who seem friendly toward 
Russia, irrespective of their 
politics as well. 
At the same time, we have

therefore prevent the big 
ripoff. All detente seems to 
have accomplished so far is

Why, if we really want to

tuguese; there is the continuing tradition 
against violent action; and finally, there 
is a philosophical skepticism about 
democracy’s capacity to solve major 
problems. 
It pains one infinitely more to state the 
case for Mrs. Gandhi then, say, for 
Salazar, a deeply religious ascetic whose 
religion was not of this world, and who 
was therefore able to judge democracy 
exclusively by its works — and 
democracy had failed in Portugal. Mrs. 
Gandhi, whose father refused to con­ 
demn Khrushchev’s bloody suppressions 
in Budapest in 1956, early this year con­ 
gratulated the Viet Cong on their victory 
in Indochina. It cannot, therefore, be 
safely assumed that the lady, any more 
than her distinguished father, winces at 
to talitarian excess. Still, having 
spotlighted her hypocrisy, one should be 
prepared to listen to her countercharges. 
In July, she wrote to an American 
woman who had sent her an editorial 
from the Miami Herald entitled “Mrs. 
Gandhi. Your Slip is Showing.” Mrs. 
Gandhi began by pointing out that the In­ 
dian Court that censured her for 
“corrupt practice” was insisting on a 
distinction never before observed: the 
equivalent, in American terms, of a 
Court of Appeals telling Ford that he was 
no longer president because he had used 
Air Force One for political business. 
Mrs. Gandhi went on, not very convin­ 
cingly, to give the reason for her objec­ 
tion to the U.S. Naval base in Diego Gar­ 
cia, (“The Indian Ocean is around India. 
That is why it is so called.” The Indian 
Ocean is also “around” Africa and 
Asia); and to suggest that her imprison­ 
ment of the opposition is akin to our im­ 
prisonment of terrorists, ho hum. 
But then the lady scores. To put it in­ 
delicately, she knees Uncle Sam, and the 
pain is quite awful. 
“But we are astonished that American 
new spapers should lecture us on 
democracy while showing all friendship

earlier to Ayub Khan’s military dic­ 
tatorship in Pakistan and now Com­ 
munist China - to give only two ex­ 
amples.” 
That was devastating enough, though 
sophistical in part. Inevitably, it is sad­ 
der when a dem ocracy turns to 
au thoritarianism , 
than when an 
authoritarian regime routinely renews 
its franchise. The United States did per­ 
mit itself a long interval of mourning 
when Mao Tse-tung took over China. 
But Mrs. Gandhi has sharpened her 
formulation, and by mid-August, talking 
to her followers in the garden of her 
house, she picked up the theme again. 
“Today (Americans) had the cheek to 
come and say that; you are destroying 
democracy. We are not interested in 
what these countries say. We are in­ 
terested if they are fair in their judg­ 
ments. if they stick by what they say. If 
they believe in democracy and that other 
countries should be democratic, let them 
speak up against every authoritative 
regime in the world. But do we hear any 
talk today, while there is a euphoria in 
the west about China? Is there any form 
of democracy in China? But nobody has a 
word to say. 
They are falling over 
backwards to get invitations to go to 
China.” 
The lady’s point is truly unanswerable. 
Worse, that which such Americans as 
James Reston, Barbara Tuchman, and 
John Kenneth Galbraith have so greatly 
admired in (^lina would in fact never 
have been achieved except for the rejec­ 
tion of democracy — to wit, the construc­ 
tion of Mao Man. 
Mrs. Gandhi finished her remarks 
cynically. “ Today, those who are 
criticizing us, if the country was to be 
weakened, they would say: Oh, well, we 
always said that democracy wouldn’t 
work in a country like India. And that’s 
all. It would finish them. They would not 
be more concerned.” 
She is right. 


It is always extremely surprising 
how some people can find good in bad 
but sometimes we can’t a r ^ e their 
point. They put a lot of study into these 
things and their conclusions do contain 
logic. 
For example, with 
unemployment 
persisting in hovering 
near the nine and 10 
per cent mark, it may 
be true that many 
workers 
are happy 
just to have a job. But

“This is a healthy dissatisfaction that 
employes too often hesitate to express 
because they feel word will get around 
that they are trouble-makers,” he 
comments. 
Too many executives, he says, fail to 
realize that this kind of dissatisfaction 
may be as imporUnt to productivity as 
employe loyalty, and that if employes 
are suppressing their discontent, they 
may also be suppressing solutions to 
that discontent. 
Wise managers, on the other hand, are 
taking steps to channel dissatisfaction 
into constructive use. When employes 
realize 
that 
management 
is 
as 
concerned as they are, this often is the 
catalyst that Uirns pent-up frustration 
into positive results, the management 
expert claims. 
To prove his point, Hayes cites one 
c(xnpany that sponsored a “ Why I’m 
More Dissatisfied Than You” contest 
within the plant. Most management 
officials would certainly call such a 
contest absurd. It is possibly absurd on 
the surface, but it provided feedback to 
management on what were the sources 
of discontent better than any “gripe 
box” near the bulletin board. 
The 
company 
determined, 
for 
example, that the majority of employes 
would be happier sUrting to work at 
eight o’clock instead of nine and taking 
half-hour instead of hour lunches. The 
suggestions were put into effect, with an 
added bonus to the company of a small 
but helpful savings in utility bills 
because of the new working hours. 
Something to think about in this 
depressing economic era.

Freedom Train 


It now appears very likely indeed that 
the 
Freedom 
Train, 
the 
U.S. 
Bicentennial exhibit hall on rails, will 
arrive in the county for a three-day visit 
January 2,3, and 4 ,1976. 
But it’s not really 
sure yet whether or 
not the train will pull 
into a siding in Santa 
Barbara or open its 
doors 
e i t h e r 
in 
L o m po c 
or 
Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. 
Wherever it goes. 
It's going to be a sight 
and it’s going to lure 
lots 
of 
visitors, 
anywhere 
between 
10,000 and 17,000 per 
day. 
I’he spark plug at this end of the 
county is Lompoc Library Director Paul 
Thompson, who has been working with 
city and base officials to see if the train 
can’t be lured here. Southern Pacific 
Railroad Co. 
has already 
granted 
permission for the use of sidings in the 
city limits for the 26-car exhibit along A 
St. and probably Laurel Ave. 
Spokespeople at the headquarters of 
the 
American 
Freedom 
Train 
Foundation 
Inc. 
in Virginia aren't 
optimistic about the train’s coming into 
the city of Lompoc. But local people are 
now putting together a more promising

Dear Editor: 


It seems that my letter of September 1 
has stirred up quite a bit of argumenta­ 
tion by the pr(^)onents of the fundarnen- 
tal school. Unfortunately, their claims 
have been based on the misconstruing of 
many of my statements, and taking them 
out of context to make my position seem 
argumentatively weaker than it really is. 
Example: SSGT. Keenan would have 
liked you to believe that I am calling for 
“some nebulous conceptual type of 
education.” This is untrue; it is simply 
my claim that our present system, while 
not without flaws, is providing a better 
education than could the proposed fun­ 
damental school. 


Example No. 2: Mr. Wood accuses me 
of equating patriotism with Fascism. 
No- what I’m saying is this; it is not 
necessarily wrong to be “patriotic, but 
the policy of invoking it on others and 
then enforcing its practice is reprehensi­ 
ble. In addition, this policy can work 
against the very parents who wish to in­ 
stitute this program. Traditionally, it 
has been a child’s parents who con­ 
tributed to his/her moral development. 
By empowering a teacher to do Üiis, as 
would be the case with the fundamental 
school, the parents will be placing the 
determination of right and wrong into 
the hands of one person. To this extent, 
moral values become a purely subjective 
matter, dependent on the unique whims 
and opinions of one individual. 


Example No. 3: Mr. Wood follows 
through by twisting one of my state­ 
ments into saying something to the ef­ 
fect that we were once a fascist nation. I 
do not make any such claim what-so- 
ever. On that point I was merely il­ 
lustrating another way by which we 
could be considered one. Perhaps my 
sentence structure lacked clarity on that 
point. 


Although a strong effort was made to 
discredit my opinions as too idealistic, 
one key point remains unanswered; will 
these students be receiving a better 
education? Will they be more proficient 
readers and mathematicians when they 
arrive in junior high school? We are told 
that the fundamental type of education is 
what produced our nation’s present 
stature. If this is so, then why has the 
country’s school system progressed and 
expanded to meet the many changes our 
cu ture has undergone? Why isn’t the 
fundamental school system the only kind 
in use if its ability to promote growth is 
so great? It was the Industrial Revolu­ 
tion which brought about the changes 
responsible for today’s technological 
s o c i e t y , not the “ L i t t l e Red 
Schoolhouse.” Furthermore, the In­ 
dustrial Revolution was the result of ac­ 
tions by men and women who weren't 
satisfied with such simplicity, and took 
the initiative to better their own educa­ 
tions. 


But one misconception stands out from 


all others: the statement that my goals 
for a proper education are too idealistic, 
and that I am too involved with what our 
end results should be on a strictly 
philosophical basis. I am not proposing 
some radically different type of school: 
rather I opt for the continuation of our 
existing structures. Any philosophical 
requirements are already being met, and 
to remove their sources would produce 
cultural stagnation.
